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The  Headmaster's  Message 

(From  a  speech  given  on 

Alumni/ Reunion  Day,  June  2,  1984) 

Governor  Dummer  Academy  is  a 
school  moving  through  time 
with  a  perennial  rebirth  each  year  be- 
ing sustained  by  the  greater  commun- 
ity of  alumni,  parents  and  trustees, 
with  an  immediate  community 
regularly  replenished  by  an  influx  of 
new  students  and,  less  often,  new 
faculty.  The  spine  of  this  passage 
through  time  consists  of  the  long- 
serving  faculty,  trustees  and  alumni. 


The  Old  Guard,  the  "New  Old 
Guard"  now  emerging  on  the  faculty, 
and  long-serving  trustees  such  as  Dick 
Phippen  '38,  Skip  Pescosolido  '55, 
and  Dick  Osgood  '53  provide  strong 
testimony  to  the  particular  strength  of 
our  school. 

No  American  boarding  school  has 
moved  through  time  longer  than 
Governor  Dummer  Academy.  I  dis- 
covered a  vivid  indication  of  this 
span  of  time  when  preparing  a  speech 
for  a  reception  in  Portland,  Maine, 
organized  by  Art  Sager,  Tom  Tenney 
'39,  and  John  Nissen  '40.  I  glanced 
out  of  my  study  window  at  the 


Milestone  and  realized  that  my  great- 
great-grandfather,  Samuel  Bragdon, 
walked  by  that  stone  when  he  return- 
ed from  the  Battle  of  Yorktown  to  his 
home  in  York,  Maine.  As  this 
nineteen-year-old  sergeant  headed 
north  on  the  Boston  Post  Road,  the 
school  was  already  eighteen  years  old 
and  the  Mansion  House  was  sixty- 
eight  years  old. 

The  health  of  this  passage  through 
time  is  determined  by  the  quality  of 
the  experience  and,  in  my  opinion, 
the  traditions  which  guide  this  ex- 
perience. Some  traditions  are  a  test:  it 
is  obvious  that  it  rains  every  Alumni 
Day  here.  Other  tests  have  been  in 
place  over  the  years,  from  jumping 
off  the  bridge  into  the  Parker  River  to 
jumping  over  the  wall  at  graduation. 
I  am  too  young  to  this  community  to 
know  when  the  truly  impressive 
tradition  began  of  varsity  athletes' 
waiting  upon  the  young  athletes  of 
our  school  at  the  lower  teams  ban- 
quet. The  tradition  of  academic  ex- 
cellence has  been  deeply  ingrained  for 
years.  Recently,  Mac  Murphy  provid- 
ed these  words  to  those  newly  elected 
to  Cum  Laude:    "Good  scholarship 
has  always  been  honored  here.  People 
who  have  succeeded  have  been 
honored  not  only  by  the  faculty  but 
by  the  students.  Everyone  shares  the 
obligation  not  to  waste  academic 
ability."  Athletic  excellence  has  been 
long  in  place  here.  My  first  visit  to 
Governor  Dummer  occurred  in  the 
fall  of  1953  in  an  Exeter  soccer 
uniform:  I  spent  an  interesting  after- 
noon trying  to  prevent  the  passing  of 
Shad  Tubman  '54  and  Fulton  Yancey 
'54.  This  year  our  women's  volleyball 
team  won  a  championship;  our 
women's  track  team  won  the  Class  B 
title  for  the  second  straight  year  and 
beat  two  Class  A  teams,  Exeter  and 
Andover;  three  wrestlers  won  Graves- 
Kelsey  titles  and  two  won  New 
England  titles.  Our  excellence  in  the 
visual  and  performing  arts  has  been  a 
recent  and  burgeoning  tradition.  Dur- 
ing an  autumn  concert,  eighty 
students  out  of  a  school  of  three- 
hundred-forty  performed  at  least  once 
during  the  evening.  A  standing-room- 
only  audience  at  a  concert  is  typical 
of  the  present  enthusiasm  and  support 
for  the  performing  arts.  Of  course, 
the  Kaiser  Visual  Arts  Center  will 
provide  real  impact  upon  our  pro- 
gram.

The  introductory  paragraphs  in  a 
January  letter  from  Lou  Higgins  '64 
present  one  graduate's  view  of  the 
health  of  our  community: 

"After  our  meeting  on  Friday 
morning  I  wandered  around  the 
Academy  and  looked  into  facilities 
added  since  my  graduation  in  1964. 
Again,  I  was  struck  by  the  beauty  of 
the  school  and  how  well  integrated     ^ 
are  the  form  and  function  of  the 
buildings. 

More  important  is  the  attitude  of 
the  students.  They  were  —  without 
exception  —  friendly,  open,  polite 
and  helpful.  In  conversation  it  is  clear 
they  are  interested  in  and  respect  each 
other.  They  are  high  on  each  other's 
talents;  they  know  how  to  like 
themselves;  and  they,  therefore,  like 
each  other." 

This  year,  any  changes  coming 
with  a  new  administration  have  simp- 
ly been  a  matter  of  reasserting  the 
patterns  of  a  warm,  close,  boarding 
community.  If  the  patterns  which 
educated  the  alumni  on  how  to  live 
were  effective  in  their  time,  they  are 


absolutely  vital  in  today's  somewhat 
amorphous  world.  Morning  assembly 
four  days  a  week,  chapel  on  Wednes- 
day, work  squad  in  the  afternoon, 
and  Open  House  at  the  Mansion 
House  every  Saturday  night  have 
been  ways  to  increase  the  centripetal 
direction  of  our  community.  During  a 
recent  Saturday  night  Open  House,  I 
received  a  somewhat  tender  question 
from  an  underclass  student  who  lives 
far  away  from  Byfield:  "Will  Open 
House  happen  next  year?"  My  answer 
was  that  as  long  as  Dottie  Bradgon 
and  I  are  allowed  to  be  in  the  Head- 
mastership  of  Governor  Dummer 
Academy,  every  Saturday  night  we 
will  make  our  own  sundaes  in  the  kit- 
chen, play  chess,  backgammon  and 
"Trivial  Pursuit"  in  the  Governor's 
Room,  continue  ping  pong  in  the 
cellar  and  conversing  together  for  an 
uninterrupted  time.  One  minor 
reassertion  of  tradition  this  year  was 
to  present  the  School's  motto  —  non 
sibi  sed  aliis,  not  for  self  but  for 
others  —  and  to  also  use  a  motto  of 
the  Dummer  family  brought  from 
Normandy  in  1066  —  au  way 


courage  rein  impossible,  with  true 
courage  nothing  is  impossible.  The 
message  through  all  our  efforts  is  to 
dare  to  reach,  dare  to  be  the  best  and 
dare  to  take  the  risk  of  falling  short 
of  truly  difficult  goals.  A  closer  com- 
munity will  arm  us  for  the  targets  of 
this  administration:  a  national  school, 
a  tilt  towards  boarding,  the  practice 
of  evaluation  and  accountability  for 
all  those  within  the  community,  and 
constant  attention  to  the  tone  of  life. 

Ted  Dietz  '61,  who  was  present  at 
the  Class   of  '59's  25th  reunion  at  the 
Mansion  House  because  of  his  older 
brother  Bob  '59,  asked  whether  a  for- 
mal published  rating  of  schools  ex- 
isted. I  could  not  think  of  any,  but  in 
the  conversation  we  did  some  rating. 
Of  course.  Governor  Dummer 
Academy  defines  its  own  course  and 
determines  its  own  special  character, 
but  an  assessment  in  relation  to  other 
schools  does  not  hurt.  As  Ted  and  I 
discussed  the  various  schools,  we 
could  not  avoid  the  fact  that  the  real- 
ly top  schools  of  this  nation  have 
strong  endowments  and  annual  giving 
which  afford  them  the  privilege  to 
pay  the  highest  salaries  to  attract  and 
retain  the  best  faculty,  to  offer  almost 
blind  admission  by  academic  talent 
and  character  alone,  and  to  build  and 
renovate  when  the  need  arises. 

This  leads  to  my  final  point.  Right 
now  Governor  Dummer  Academy  is 
a  truly  fine  school,  but  the  potential 
is  limitless  —  the  outstanding 
teaching,  the  warmth  of  the  com- 
munity, the  location,  the  longevity 
are  ingredients  for  a  determination  to 
be  the  best  of  our  kind  in  the  coun- 
try. The  potential  for  such  a  target  is 
within  us.  But  we  cannot  reach  this 
goal  alone:  we  must  call  for  support 
from  the  entire  Governor  Dummer 
Academy  family  if  we  are  to  achieve 
our  fullest  potential  as  the  best  small 
boarding  school  in  the  country. 

I  would  like  to  finish  by  expressing 
my  gratitude  and  the  gratitude  of  the 
school  to  alumni,  parents,  and 
trustees  for  the  vital  lifeblood  of  giv- 
ing so  impressively  provided.  The 
amount,  the  phenomenal  acceleration 
from  one  year  to  the  next,  the  com- 
mitment of  time  from  so  many  sus- 
tain this  precious  experience  here  in 
Byfield.  We  have  done  it;  let  us  do  it; 
let  us  keep  doing  it.

With  the  conclusion  of  the  '83/84 
campaign,  Tim  Greene  steps  down 
after  serving  four  very  productive 
years  as  National  Alumni  Chairman.

Summer  Construction 

As  has  been  the  situation  during  the 
past  three  summers,  new  construction 
and  major  renovation  will  continue  at 
an  accelerated  pace  this  summer. 

A  major  new  addition  to  the  campus 
will  be  the  long  awaited  Kaiser  Visual 
Arts  Center  (see  story  on  next  page). 

A  substantial  renovation  project  is 
the  refurbishing  and  restoration  of 
Boynton  House,  the  beautiful,  early 
1800's  colonial  home  next  to  Perkins 
Dormitory  and  across  Middle  Road 
from  the  Alumni  Gymnasium.  Beams 
and  sills  are  being  replaced,  along  with 
the  installation  of  exterior  siding, 
bathrooms,  stairways,  floors,  interior 
insulation  and  walls.  Restoration  of 
this  lovely  building  has  been  made 
possible  from  the  support  of  five  alum- 
ni. 

Other  projects  include  new  bath- 
rooms in  Phillips  Dormitory  and  the 
Farmhouse,  a  new  faculty  apartment  in 
Commons  II,  and  enlarged  faculty 
apartments  in  Ingham  and  Fames. 

In  addition,  regular  maintenance 
work  continues,  such  as  painting  inter- 
iors and  exteriors  of  dorms,  classrooms 
and  faculty  apartments. 

A  Look  At  Faculty  Housing 

The  essence  of  a  boarding  school  is 
close  interaction  between  students  and 
faculty  —  in  the  classroom,  playing 
field,  rehearsal  room,  dormitory, 
faculty  apartment.  For  many  reasons, 
several  of  the  faculty  live  off-campus 
who  should  be  and  want  to  be  on  cam- 
pus. Fortunately,  during  recent  years, 
the  Academy  has  been  able  to  budget 
several  thousand  dollars  to  improve 
the  present  faculty  apartments.  As  the 
Trustees  and  administration  plan  for 
the  immediate  and  extended  future,  ad- 
ditional funds  will  be  needed  for  more 
faculty  housing,  particularly  units 
which  will  accommodate  a  family  with 
children. 

Also,  the  Academy  needs  to  develop 
non-dormitory  faculty  housing  for 
those  faculty  members  who  have  lived 
in  the  dorms  for  an  extended  time. 


Fall  Weekend  —  Octrober  7  and  8 

Fall  Weekend,  1984  will  take  a  dif- 
ferent format  this  year  from  the  tradi- 
tional Saturday  schedule  of  seminars 
and  afternoon  games.  In  observance  of 
Yom  Kippur,  Saturday,  October  6,  Fall 
Weekend  will  be  held  on  Sunday, 
October  7  and  Monday,  October  8, 
Massachusetts'Columbus  Day  obser- 
vance. 

Monday  will  be  a  regular  school  day 
and  will  begin  with  the  daily  school 
meeting  at  7:45  a.m.,  followed  by 
classes  from  8  a.m.  to  2  p.m.  A  full 
schedule  of  varsity  games  will  follow  in 
the  afternoon  —  football  and  soccer 
(boys'  and  girls').  The  day  will  con- 
clude with  an  alumni  reception  in  the 
Mansion  House. 

Alumni  and  their  guests  are  cordially 
invited  and  encouraged  to  attend 
classes.  A  detailed  program  of  the  day 
will  be  mailed  in  late  August. 

Preliminary  to  the  events  on  Mon- 
day, a  first-time  alumni  vs.  varsity  soc- 
cer game  will  be  played  on  Sunday 
afternoon.  This  game  has  been  re- 
quested by  many  alumni  during  recent 
years.  Buster  Navins  will  be  coaching 
the  alumni;  Mike  Mulligan  '71  will  be 
back  at  the  helm  of  varsity  soccer  after 
a  year's  leave  of  absence.  Invitations  to 
alumni  players  will  be  in  the  mail  in^ 
late  August,  also. 

Admissions  for  the  Fall  Excellent 

Director  of  Admissions  Michael 
Moonves  reports  that  tours  and  ap- 
plications for  admission  for  September 
1984  were  at  an  all-time  high,  with 
more  than  500  tours  resulting  in  400 
applications  for  approximately  90 
openings.  The  "yield"  (the  number  of 
acceptances  to  offers  of  admission)  was 
very  high,  which  reflects  the  positive 
feeling  for  the  Academy.  As  of  June  30, 
the  school  is  slightly  overenrolled,  with 
348  students  —  203  boys,  145  girls 
(58% -42%  ratio),  212  boarders,  136 
day  students  (61% -39%  ratio).  The 
senior  class  numbers  91  students, 
juniors-93,  sophomores-93,  and 
freshmen-71. 

Of  the  104  new  enrollees,  29  are 
alumni  legacies  or  relatives  of  current 
students  or  alumni. 

The  continuing  emphasis  of  the  ad- 
missions office  to  meet  the  goals  of  the 
Headmaster  and  the  trustees  will  be  to 
increase  the  number  of  boarding 
students  from  geographically  diverse 
areas  while  keeping  the  size  of  the 
school  constant.

Center  Underway! 

Fulfilling  a  long-time  need  recog- 
nized by  all  groups  closely  familiar 
with  programs  at  the  Academy,  the 
school  is  delighted  to  announce  that 
construction  of  the  new  Visual  Arts 
Center  is  underway!  Completion  is  ex- 
pected in  December,  1984. 

Named  by  the  trustees  the  Edgar  F. 
Kaiser  Visual  Arts  Center  in  apprecia- 
tion of  Mr.  Edgar  F.  Kaiser,  Jr.'s  (GDA 
'61)  leadership  gift  to  the  "Milestones" 
capital  campaign,  the  facility  will 
house  all  the  visual  art  programs  —  the 
gallery,  art  studio,  art  classroom, 
photography  studio  and  darkrooms, 
ceramics  and  pottery  studio.  For  the 
first  time  since  the  broadening  of  the 
visual  arts  curriculum  some  ten  years 
ago,  all  programs  will  now  be  centrally 
housed. 

Funding  for  construction  has  been 
made  possible  through  special  gift  cam- 
paigns during  the  past  IVi  years  with 
much  credit  and  recognition  to  the 
senior  parents  from  the  classes  of  1983 
and  1984,  whose  gifts  were  designated 
towards  the  center.

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Commencement 


The  striking  of  10:00  am  by  the  Moseley  Chapel  bell 
launched  the  colorful  1984  graduation.  The  Head- 
master and  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  visiting 
speaker,  the  Right  Reverend  John  Walker  of  the  Washington 
Cathedral,  trustees,  the  Old  Guard,  the  faculty  arranged  by 
seniority  and  dressed  in  academic  regalia,  and  the  ebullient 
Class  of  '84  abandoned  the  shade  in  front  of  the  Schumann 
Science  Center  to  proceed  through  an  aisle  of  underclass  boys 
and  girls  to  the  front  lawn  of  the  Mansion  House.  As  the  pro- 
cession fell  into  a  rhythm  of  forward  motion,  the 
underclassmen  broke  into  spontaneous  applause,  an  ovation 
sustained  through  the  passage  of  the  final  senior. 

What  were  they  applauding?  The  burst  of  color  from  the 
academic  hoods?  That  fearsome  and  very  human  dorm 
master?  Those  favorite  teachers  who  reached  into  their  lives? 
The  obvious  dignity  of  the  Old  Guard?  The  trustees  whose 
names  still  survive  on  plaques  honoring  exploits  of  the  past, 
or  on  buildings  honoring  their  commitment?  Or  were  they  ap- 
plauding the  approaching  Class  of  '84,  which  chose  to  lead 
during  senior  year  and  formed  deep  bonds  of  loyalty  to  the 
school?  Maybe  they  were  applauding  the  culmination  of  a 
superb  year,  a  year  through  which  a  distinct  sense  of  com- 
munity had  triumphed  over  the  inevitable  trials  which  accom- 
pany growing  up  and  living  together?  More  than  they  real- 
ized, they  could  have  been  applauding  two-hundred-twenty- 
one  years  of  history,  the  constant  nurturing  of  the  larger 
Governor  Dummer  Academy  family  which  sustains  the 
school,  and  the  privilege  of  being  part  of  such  a  community . 

Three  weeks  have  passed  now,  weeks  of  wrapping  up  this 
past  year.  The  skeleton  crew  which  remains  during  the  sum- 
mer is  breaking  clear  to  concentrate  on  the  rebirth  of  the 
Academy  in  September.  Even  during  a  morning  of  writing 
these  comments  and  answering  mail,  three  graduates  of  the 
Class  of  '84  have  dropped  into  my  office,  one  about  to  report 
to  the  U.  S.  Coast  Guard  Academy,  another  needing  material 
from  the  Development  Office  for  a  slide  show  he  developed 
during  the  year,  a  third  on  his  way  to  Florida  in  need  of  his 
Governor  Dummer  red  warmup  suit.  These  brief  interludes 
are  reassuring  because  they  convey  a  message  that  the 
presence  of  a  graduated  class  will  always  be  felt.

The  commencement  address  was 
given  by  Rt.  Rev.  John  T.  Walker, 
Episcopal  Bishop  of  Washington,  DC, 
and  Dean  of  Washington  Cathedral. 
Bishop  Walker's  inspiring  address  was 
titled  "Anamnesis"  (Remembrances). 
He  said,  "to  be  involved  in  anamnesis 
is  to  move  back  through  time;  touching 
all  the  signposts  until  you  come  to  a 
central  event;  to  relive  —  to  reenact 
that  event  either  because  you  were 
there  or  as  though  you  were  there,  in 
on  the  original  action. 

"Someday,  five,  ten,  fifteen,  or 
twenty  years  from  now,  you  will  do 
this.  You  will  remember  this  day  and 
all  that  brought  you  to  this  moment. 
Then,  even  as  you  are  now,  you  will  be 
made  both  sad  and  happy.  You  will  be 
sad  about  the  might-have-beens,  about 
a  friendship  missed,  about  an  advan- 
tage not  taken,  about  a  particular  act 
of  meanness.  You  will  be  made  happy 
by  all  the  years,  by  the  total  recollec- 
tion of  the  school;  about  a  game  won. 


about  a  friendship  fulfilled;  about  a 
particular  responsibility  assumed  and 
carried  out.  You  will  consider  how  this 
place  helped  mark  your  identity  or 
helped  establish  your  sense  of  self- 
worth  and  generally  helped  you  set 
your  values  in  life.  In  that  anamnesis 
you  will  ask  questions  —  Would  I  do  it 
differently  if  I  had  another  chance  —  a 
new  beginning?  What  are  some  of  the 
values  that  school  helped  me  to 
discover?  What  is  the  relationship  be- 
tween beginnings  and  endings,  bet- 
ween remembrances  and  the  future? 

"How  you  answer  these  questions 
today  may  be  determinative  for  your 
immediate  new  beginning  and  what 
you  will  see  at  some  future  time  as  you 
remember  or  recall  these  days."

Track 

The  fairer  sex  reaped  all  the  kudos 
during  the  spring  athletic  season,  with 
the  women's  track  team  leading  the 
way.  The  lady  runners  had  their  best 
season  in  the  school's  history  by 
posting  seven  wins  in  eight  outings  and 
by  winning  their  second  consecutive 
Class  B  Interscholastic  Crown.  In  their 
wake,  the  team  established  nine  school 
records.  Govs'  team  coach  Mary  Ellen 
Letvinchuk  was  elated  with  her  team's 
performance.  "Being  the  eternal  op- 
timist that  I  am,  I  set  as  our  goals  at  the 
start  of  the  season:  (1)  to  achieve  a  bet- 
ter record  than  1983,  (2)  to  beat  An- 


dover  and  Exeter,  which  we  had  never 
done  before,  and  (3)  to  retain  the  Class 
B  title.  To  have  attained  all  of  these 
goals  is  a  statement  about  the  spirit  and 
determination  of  this  team." 

The  squad  was  led  by  senior  captain 
Kathie  Lambert  of  Newburyport,  who 
tallied  106  points  competing  in  five  dif- 
ferent events.  Kathie  set  a  new  school 
mark  in  the  100  meter  hurdles  (16.1 
sec.)  and  was  named  the  team  MVP  for 
the  third  consecutive  year.

Other  records  were  set  by  seniors  Liz 
Asadoorian  in  the  shot  put  and  Cathy 
Riley  in  the  200.  Both  GDA  relay 
teams  set  new  records  as  well. 

"You  couldn't  ask  for  anything  more 
this  season,"  commented  Letvinchuk. 
"Everyone  gave  100%." 


The  men's  track  team  was  hurt  by  in- 
juries this  season.  "Before  the  season 
started,  I  sat  down  and  figured  out 
who  our  top  ten  scorers  would  be," 
coach  Ed  Rybicki  said.  "By  the  end  of 
the  year,  we'd  lost  seven  of  the  ten. 
Yet,  we  were  still  competitive  in  all  but 
two  meets,  and  I  couldn't  be  prouder  of 
this  team."  For  the  first  time  in  his 
career,  fourth  year  letter-winner 
Charlie  Cashin  was  sidelined  late  in  the 
season;  yet,  he  was  selected  as  team 
MVP.  Earlier  in  the  season,  he  broke 
the  school  record  in  the  300  hurdles 
and  showed  incredible  spirit  when  he 
ignored  doctor's  orders  and  attended 
the  last  meet  of  the  season,  cheering  on 
the  younger  team  members.

The  senior  Lacrosse  Trophy  awarded 
to  a  player  who  has  been  an  outstan- 
ding contributor  to  the  GDA  lacrosse 
program  was  given  to  Hank  Friedman.

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Alumni  Profile  —  Vince  Sgarzi 


PLYMOUTH  —  Twenty-four  years 
ago,  Vincent  Sgarzi  of  Plymouth  was 
getting  his  high-school  football 
officiating  assignments  from  Taunton's 
Milt  Kelley  and  stepping  off  penalties 
and  blowing  the  whistle  in  the  Cape 
Cod  and  New  Bedford  area. 

Today,  the  46-year-old  Plymouth 
native  who  graduated  in  1956  from 
Governor  Dummer  Academy  in 
Byfield  (where  he  played  three  sports 
and  was  quarterback  and  captain  of 
the  football  team)  and  later  graduated 
from  Holy  Cross  in  1960  has  branched 
out. 

He  is  one  of  a  select  group  of  42 
college  officials  who  will  service  the 
major  Eastern  independent  football 
colleges  in  the  East  as  well  as  Notre 
Dame. 

A  new  organization  that  was  formed 
in  1983  to  which  Sgarzi  was  appointed 
is  called  the  Collegiate  Independent 
Football  Association  (CIFOA).  Certain 
officials  and  colleges  are  members  of 
this  organization. 

Schools  that  will  be  getting  officials 
from  this  association  include  Boston 
College,  Notre  Dame,  Penn  State, 
Pittsburgh,  Rutgers,  Syracuse, 
Temple,  U.  S.  Military  Academy,  U.  S. 
Naval  Academy  and  West  Virginia  U. 

Sgarzi  had  10  officiating  assignments 
among  the  teams  in  Division  I-A  (the 
Purdue-Notre  Dame  game  in  Hoosier 
Stadium  in  Indianapolis,  Navy-Pitts- 
burgh, Syracuse-Boston  College,  and 
Army -Rutgers,  to  mention  a  few),  and 


three  other  games  scheduled  in 
Division  I-AA  that  includes  Yale,  New 
Hampshire  and  Cornell. 

"The  -Association  has  only  42 
members  that  are  divided  into  seven 
crews  of  six,"  Sgarzi  said.  "Sometimes, 
officials  do  games  with  split  crews  so 
that  both  colleges  have  equal 
representation  on  the  field.  When 
Purdue  plays  Notre  Dame,  three 
officials  are  from  the  Big  10  and  three 
are  from  our  CIFOA." 

Sgarzi  has  also  been  selected  as  one 
of  the  officials  who  will  work  the 
opening  College  Football  Kickoff 
Classic  on  Aug.  27  at  Giants  Stadium 
in  the  Meadowlands,  NJ. 

The  game  will  be  televised  and  the 
matchup  will  be  between  Auburn  and 
Miami.  The  game  is  usually  between 
the  two  top  teams  in  the  country  from 
the  previous  year. 

Following  his  graduation  from  Holy 
Cross  in  1960,  Sgarzi  played  on  the 
state  champion  fast-pitch  softball  team 
(Plymouth  Recaps).  He  went  into  the 
insurance  business  with  the  Cape 
Insurance  Agency  24  years  ago. 

After  injuring  his  knee,  which 
prohibited  his  playing  football  at  Holy 
Cross,  Sgarzi,  at  22,  wanted  to  keep 
active  in  the  game.  He  had  an  uncle  in 
Plymouth,  George  Anderson,  who  was 
very  much  involved  in  football  in  the 
southeastern  Massachusetts  area  as  an 
official. 

"He  asked  me  to  go  with  him  to  the 
old  Taunton  Boys'  Club  to  attend  one 
of  the  weekly  meetings,"  Sgarzi  said. 
"Milt  Kelley  was  the  commissioner 
then  and  still  is,  and  he  is  one  of  the 
finest  commissioners  in  the  state. 

"I  took  the  high  school  exam  in  1960 
and  worked  10  years  doing  high  school 
games.  Then,  I  figured  I  would  like  to 
go  to  the  college  ranks,  and  passed  the 
college  exam  in  1967." 

Sgarzi  first  worked  college  freshman 
and  junior  varsity  games  in  Division  I 
and  II  schools  such  as  Tufts,  Colby  and 
Bowdoin.  He  later  was  chosen  to  work 
Division  I-AA  college  games  consisting 
of  Ivy  League  and  Yankee  Conference 
colleges. 

This  year,  being  selected  to  the  new 
CIFOA  organization  was  an  honor,  as 
Sgarzi  was  only  one  of  two  officials  to 
be  picked  from  the  New  England  area 
in  1984. 

Past-game  memories,  Sgarzi  has  a 
few.  His  most  memorable  was  the 
UMass-Boston  College  game  in  1982. 

"It  was  the  most  physical  game  I've 
ever  been  involved  in,"  he  pointed  out. 


"Five  officials  were  injured  and  I  was 
knocked  out.  Brent  Musberger  put  it 
on  national  TV  showing  me  knocked 
out,  and  Bob  Lobel  put  it  on  Sports 
Spotlight  for  four  nights  in  a  row. 

"The  most  exciting  game  was  the 
BC-Rutgers  game  in  1982  when  (Doug) 
Hutie  took  the  team  with  no  time-outs 
left,  and  went  90  yards  in  one  and  a 
half  minutes  to  win  the  game  13-12. 

"I  feel  that  my  biggest  thrills  are  yet 
to  come,  especially  with  the  type  of 
high-class  teams  that  I  will  be 
officiating,  many  of  which  will  be  on 
TV,"  he  said. 

Even  though  Sgarzi  remembers  the 
long  journeys  to  Orono,  ME  to  work 
the  Maine  games  in  the  rain,  snow  and 
sleet,  and  during  one  game,  had  frost- 
bitten hands,  he  says,  "As  a  football 
official,  I  enjoy  the  game,  and  want  to 
be  a  part  of  it.  Officiating  is  the  closest 
thing  to  being  a  player." 

The  association  requires  that  all 
officials  keep  in  good  physical  shape, 
and  Sgarzi  complies  with  that  directive 
by  running,  playing  tennis  and 
raquetball  throughout  the  entire  year. 

Sgarzi  is  the  son  of  retired  Superior 
Court  Judge  Amedeo  Sgarzi  and  Fannie 
Sgarzi.  He  has  four  children,  Theresa, 
22,  Christopher,  20,  Nancy,  17  and 
Steven,  14.
